When Wizansky discussed the poem with her 
mother, many decades after that fateful meeting of two 
young people, she commented that she had never liked 
that sweater, that it was too small, uncomfortable. Yet it 
became the red stop sign that passion was at hand and the 
green go light for them to pursue it. 

Wizanky has been pursuing her artistic skills her 
entire life. She told us that as a student in high school she 
was Often the first one in art class or off going to the art 
room whenever it was open.

hand at stained-glass making, dressmaking, painting and, 
of course, writing. 

Among her many achievements in poetry writing, 
Wizansky claims residencies in Ireland and Salt Lake 
City. Among her published works is the 2021 book “Wild 
for Life.” “The Yellow Sweater” is her first full-length 
published work. 

One might think that a person so full to 
overflowing with artistic talent would have made a full 
career of at least one of them; we surmise writing would 
take the lead, and it has. But not before Wizansky became 
a social worker in a very long career that would find her 
assisting people, with a wide variety of challenges, with 
their housing requirements. 

As for the publishing world, that’s a tough 
go, Wizanky commented. “You can’t take rejection 
personally,” she began. “If you do, you’d never write 
again.” She has learned the hard way and believes 
that writing should first and foremost be for pleasure 
and possibly purpose. It took 15 years for “The Yellow 
Sweater” to be published. “It’s a wonderful surprise when 
something gets accepted.” 

And Wizansky has faced down that wide abyss 
of the unknown when she suffered a near-fatal, sudden 
health episode. She writes of those weeks teetering 
between the here and now and the forever after. Today she 
expresses gratitude to the first responders (Mattapoisett) 
and the healthcare workers at St. Luke’s who rushed her 
to Boston for life-saving treatment. She says things that 
were once negative are now ignored. She’s faced the piper. 

We didn’t have the time to do a complete 
reading of “The Yellow Sweater,” but even the smallest 
of collected thoughts in evocative sentences read like 
sparkling chandeliers. 

In her poem “My Old Friend Has Died,” we took 
in a very deep breath before allowing Wizanky’s words to 
penetrate our armor against grief. It reads in part, “Nancy 
held that part of who I was. She took my history when she 
died. I don’t know what to do with hers.” Who can relate? 

Wizanky’s words sculpt out temples of longing, 
love lost and found, friendship, healing, and that 
universe-sized package — emotions. These are words

“We actually started Unified Phys. Ed. at 
ORR this year,” said Fenton. “There’s partners and 
there’s athletes. They get the experience and it’s more 
comfortable ... and it’s attainable and it’s awesome.” 

New to ORR and the Bulldogs’ Unified program, 
Fenton had a feeling Unified would be part of her new 
teaching career.

opportunities,” said Fenton. “The officers we have at 
the school, Officer (Linera) Lima and Officer (Adalberto) 
Cardoso, they have the best relationships with the kids.”

Should I RSVP on RSV Vaccine? 
By Dr. Ed Hoffer 

Respiratory syncytial virus (RSV) has traditionally 
been thought of as a disease of infants. As many as 80,000 
babies under age five are hospitalized annually in the 
USS. with RSV, mostly in the winter, and some 300 die. 
Until very recently, there was little that could be done to 
prevent RSV. 

A monoclonal antibody has recently been 
approved that was 80% effective at reducing 
hospitalizations in infants, but it costs $495 per dose. 

Also new are two RSV vaccines for adults that 
were shown quite effective, and this availability has 
focused attention on RSV in older adults. 

The “usual” winter respiratory virus about which 
we have worried for years is influenza. There is quite 
a bit of variability in influenza from year to year, with 
estimates of 140,000 to 700,000 flu hospitalizations and 
12,000 to 52,000 deaths annually over the past decade. Flu 
vaccine efficacy has been quite variable, but vaccination is 
universally recommended. 

For the past three years, Covid has pushed flu out 
of the headlines, and it is unfortunately still with us. 

Estimates for RSV for the same 10-year period are 
that 60,000 to 160,000 older adults are hospitalized each 
winter with RSV and 6,000-10,000 die. A CDC analysis of 
a large sample of adults over 60 found that while RSV was 
much less common as a cause of hospitalization than flu 
or COVID, patients with RSV tended to be sicker. 

The two recently approved vaccines both reduced 
the rate of RSV illness requiring medical attention by 
about 85%. The advisory committee recommended the 
vaccine for pregnant women to protect their newborns 
and for adults 60 and older. 

Like all new vaccines, there are unanswered 
questions. There seemed to be a small but real increase 
in neurologic side effects (notably Guillain-Barré, a 
temporary paralysis) in vaccine recipients and possibly a 
small increase in atrial fibrillation. For the frail elderly, the 
benefits clearly outweigh the risks. For healthier seniors it 
is less clear. 

Cost may be an issue. The vaccine costs $200 to

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Maritime Center Clears Final Funding Hurdle 
Marion Special Town Meeting 
By Mick Colageo 

The pivotal appropriation of $1,202,688 was 
approved by an overwhelming majority at Marion’s 
Special Fall Town Meeting held Monday night at Sippican 
Elementary School, green-lighting construction of a 
new Maritime Center that will upgrade and centralize 
Harbormaster Department operations at Island Wharf. 

Added to $1,603,000 in previously awarded 
grant funding from the state’s Seaport Economic Council 
and $700,000 via a prior Town Meeting appropriation, 
Monday night's action brings the funding total to 
$3,505,688, the estimated construction and equipping cost 
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of the new harbormaster headquarters. 

Despite the selling point that the funding 
source for the authorized borrowing will be the town’s 
Waterways Account, which is funded by harbor-related 
fees, some taxpayers raised questions about the funding. 

First to the microphone was Dr. Ed Hoffer, 
who noted that Article S1 of the Town Meeting Warrant 
acknowledged that the Town of Marion will be generally 
obligated. He questioned cost overruns common to large 
projects. 

Planning Board member Eileen Marum, who 
has spoken in public meetings in favor of having the 
harbormaster work out of a trailer that could be removed 
at the threat of a storm, cited concerns for the safety of 
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the department's staff and suggested that no design at 
the required 23.5 feet of elevation can withstand storms 
anticipated amidst climate change. 

Jon Henry argued against Marum’s point, tracing 
the underpinnings of the current, 40-year-old office to the 
federal Works Progress Administration construction of 
90 years ago. He said that if the existing building hasn’t 
blown away by now, there is no reason to worry about a 
state-of-the-art construction at the site. 

Henry’s comments drew applause. 

“We have the money,” he said, reminding the 
town he served four terms as a Select Board member 
(Henry now serves on the Planning Board.) “I don’t think 
we have to worry about some slight of hand. It’s time to 
do our part.” 

Noting that the project is more expensive than his 
12-room, Hiller Street house with a view of Island Wharf, 
Gordon Goodwin, who served 13 years on the Marine 
Resources Commission, said the elevator in the plan is 
certain to rust and suggested Marion find better ways to 
spend the money. 

William Washburn then confirmed with Town 
Administrator Geoff Gorman that further delay, including 
redesign, would result in forfeiture of SEC grant funding. 
Washburn admitted that he had been skeptical about the 
project but said Marion will need it later and if the town 
doesn’t act now, the same opportunities will not be there 
to revisit the matter. 

“I’m out there every day,” said resident Doug 
Thackeray of the harbor. “If you want the best help, you 
give them the best equipment.” Citing irresponsible 
behavior in the crowded harbor, Jeff Dickerson also 
spoke in favor of supporting the harbor police, drawing 
applause. 

Approaching 30 years on the MRC, Chairman Vin 
Malkoski told attendees that while the Maritime Center is 
a larger project, the town used the same funding method 
to perform other key upgrades in town, including Old 
Landing. 

Attendees seeking revisions were reminded that 
the project went before voters at a prior Town Meeting 
and was sent back for revisions; the result is a footprint 
shrunken down to approximately 1,700 square feet, along 
with the elimination of an ADA-compliant ramp in favor 
of what Facilities Manager and in-house project manager 
Shaun Cormier described as “a lift” rather than an 
elevator. 

Gorman explained that the device is needed to 
comply with the Americans with Disabilities Act, and 
the meeting room in the new office is required for public 
access in accordance with the stipulations of the SEC 
(state) grant. 

“We knew the opposition was going to be there 
with certain people. They’ve been vocal in the public 
about the project. Not that their concerns aren’t validated, 
I just think the lack of education and them coming to 
look for the answers, I wish they would have come down 
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to us, and we could have walked them through it,” said 
Harbormaster Adam Murphy. “I think the townspeople 
showed up tonight. You saw several people leave after the 
very first article. That spoke to the community and to the 
support that we do have. 

“For that, we’re excited. It’s been a three-year 
project, and I’m just glad that we’ve come to the final 
stages, and we were able to push it through.” 

By Tuesday morning, the town was to inform 
the low bidder for construction of the project (Marion- 
based South Coast Improvement Company) of the vote 
supporting the funding, after which Cormier, Murphy 
and Chief of Police Richard Nighelli would schedule a 
preconstruction meeting with the builder. Construction is 
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anticipated to take from nine months to one year.

public. 

“It’s our meeting,” he said, suggesting that 
the Select Board should have no Town Meeting rights 
unavailable to every Marion voter. 

Gorman explained that the law was not being 
altered, only that language was being added so citizens 
understand the existing policy. 

Article 2 transferred $75,000 from the group 
insurance account, $10,000 from Water Department 
retained earnings and $15,000 from Sewer Department 
retained earnings to support the Collective Bargaining 
Agreement and a 3% cost-of-living adjustment in pay for 
nonunion employees. 
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reren 3 ianstemed the $30,864. 97 that Marion 
has received to date in the opioid manufacturers’ class- 
action lawsuit to create an Opioid Remediation Fund to 
be used by Finance Committee, Police Department and 
the Board of Health.

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Two Members Needed for Events Committee 
Rochester Select Board

The dissolution of the Country Fair has left a void 
in the community life of Rochester residents and town 
employees. One of those town employees, Executive 
Assistant Amanda Baptiste, did some recent fact-finding 
and on Tuesday night brought a proposal to the Rochester 
Select Board. 

She wants to form a Town Event Committee. 

Baptiste has been in touch with Town Planner 
Nancy Durfee regarding Rochester’s Master Plan and 
determined that without the fair, Rochester needs a new 
town event. So she requested an advisory committee that 
would consist of herself, Durfee, Highway Surveyor Jeff 
Eldridge, Facilities Manager Andrew Daniel and two 
at-large members. (Those interested in joining an Events 
Committee are asked to reach out to Baptiste at Town Hall 
by calling 508-763-3871.) 

Her concept is a core group to explore feasibility 
options before opening the floodgates to many volunteers. 

The idea struck a positive cord with the Select 
Board, but member Brad Morse responded carefully, 
telling Baptiste to be weary of creating a similar scenario 
as what happened with the Country Fair. 

“It can’t be the town. For instance ... tax dollars 
shouldn’t be used, nor should employees be spending a 
lot of their time outside the normal scope of their work,” 
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he said. 

Select Board member Adam Murphy noted that 
Rochester does not have a recreation department. “I 
understand using town employees and resources ... since 
we don’t have a recreation department to host, I don’t 
have an issue to explore a small event ...,” he said. 

Morse reinforced his cautionary tale that town 
employees avoid weeks on end working on an event. 

“This is the kind of core group that worked on 
Memorial Day and the tree-lighting event,” said Baptiste, 
who also discussed the matter with Finance Director 
Suzanne Szyndlar “to see what we could do to accept 
donations so it wouldn’t be town funds.” 

Resident Mary McCann said that while the town 
would like to run an event as a 501(c)(3) nonprofit, the 
town has the authority to run an event. 

“We do, but we have to be fiscally responsible to 
all residents,” said Morse. 

Town Administrator Glenn Cannon alluded to 
confusion among residents over donations that they 
thought were going to the Country Fair when they were 
actually going to the Town of Rochester. He said forming 
a nonprofit would make a new event a cleaner operation. 

Morse recommended the board wait until two 
at-large members have been identified, at which point the 
board should revisit the matter with an approval in mind. 

“It’s nice to see the employees of the town trying 
to put something together — thank you,” said Murphy, 
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addressing Baptiste. 

In his Town Administrator’s Report, Cannon 
told the board that tax bills have gone out and are due on 
November 30, which is earlier this year. He said Rochester 
ranks 22nd among the top towns in the commonwealth, 
and the board members publicly thanked the Assessors 
Department. 

Rochester has been certified for $1,400,000 in 
free cash, down from $1,800,000 last year. Cannon said 
$500,000 goes into the operating budget, $15,000 to the 
retirement fund, $300,000 to the capital improvement 
fund and $200,000 to the public-safety and highway 
stabilization funds. 

Cannon came away from a meeting with Murphy 
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and representatives on Cape Cod with information that 
state revenues are down and “indicators that the budget is 
going to be a little tight this year.” 

He said Rochester relies heavily on its 
arrangement with SEMASS. 

Cannon reported having sent memos to 
department heads seeking their capital-improvement 
requests. He said the town has used $22,000 in an 80/20 
match to purchase a $111,000 van. 

He also noted a citizen’s complaint about the 
volume accessing public meetings at home via Zoom. 
Cannon said he would reach out to ORCTV. 

Murphy reported on the first meeting of the 
Public Safety Building Committee and said he wants to 
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clear the air on the financial estimates that have been 
thrown around. 

Recently dissolved after meeting several times 
during 2023, the Feasibility Study Committee necessarily 
discussed scenarios for the upgrade to fire and police 
facilities with hard and soft- cost estimates. 

Murphy indicated that money will not be 
discussed by the Public Safety Building Committee until 
it has run its own course in getting the most affordable 
solutions for the town. 

The plan will include: the development of a 
new fire station on existing town-owned property; 
improvements to the existing police station by first 
incorporating in-house construction methods using the 
Capital Improvement Fund as reviewed by the Capital 
Planning Committee and construction of a fire substation 
at the intersection of Ryder Road and High Street. 

Reading from a prepared statement, Murphy said, 
“The (Public Safety Building Committee) acknowledges 
the obligation we have to our residents to be fiscally 
responsible throughout this process; therefore, the 
committee is taking proactive steps to explore multiple 
avenues to help mitigate rising costs.” 

One strategy Murphy identified is completion 
of preliminary site work in-house and reviewing 
options associated with prefabricated, metal building 
construction. 

“The committee is committed to presenting a 
pragmatic, streamlined yet achievable project for the 
voters at Town Meeting and the ballot. The pandemic has 
led to an unprecedented surge in construction-related 
costs. Despite these adversities, we are resolved in our 
pursuit of a solution that will serve our community safety 
needs, while being mindful of the economic constraints 
faced by our citizens.” 

Murphy said the committee will hold a field trip 
on Thursday, October 26, to look at the fire and police 
stations, identify immediate needs and strategically pick 
what’s going to take precedence. 

“We want to make it clear that we’re not going to 
throw out any numbers, we’re going to do our homework 
and report to the community,” he said. 
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In other business, the Select Board approved 
the 10th annual Frosty Runner Road Race at Old Colony 
Regional Vocational-Technical High School on Saturday, 
January 27, 2024. The event will include 10-mile and 3.1- 
mile (5k) races beginning at 10:00 am. The rain date is 
February 3, 2024. 

In two votes due to different lengths of the terms, 
Mary McCann, Erin Lewis and Elizabeth McGrath Garvey 
were appointed to the town’s Cultural Council, McCann 
and Lewis to an April 30, 2024, expiration, and McGrath 
Garvey to an April 30, 2025 expiration. 

McCann and Mark Wellington were appointed to 
the town’s newly formed By-Law Review Committee. 

Select Board Chairman Paul Ciaburri thanked the 
new members “for stepping up.” 

The board voted to appoint Murphy to the 
negotiating team with the Rochester Memorial School 
Teacher’s Union and Support Staff Union contract 
negotiations. “Happy to do it,” said Murphy. Morse had 
represented the board for the last six contracts. 

A Finance Director contract amendment on the 
meeting agenda was tabled. 

The board adjourned public session and entered 
executive session to discuss three issues: Ben Bailey’s 
Open Meeting Law complaint against the Select Board; 
strategy with respect to the police union, the Rochester- 
Middleborough Water Agreement and Harvey Waste & 
Recycling Services; and to consider a lease agreement 
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for solar panels at Rochester Memorial School. Executive 
session also vetted minutes of executive sessions going 
back to January 2018. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Select Board 
is scheduled for Monday, November 6, at 6:00 pm at the 
Town Hall, 1 Constitution Way. 


Village Street Project Discussed 
Mattapoisett Select Board

During the October 24 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Select Board, the members met with 
Jamie Pisano of the engineering firm VHB, which has 
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been charged with creating village-street, roadway- 
improvement plans for approximately two years. 

In September, when VHB’s representatives came 
before the board, they brought the troubling news that 
some 36 trees would need to be felled in order to achieve 
a 25% design model acceptable to the state Department of 
Transportation. Pisano and his team left that meeting with 
a goal that had often been asked for: to find a way to save 
as many trees as possible. 

On this night, Pisano presented three design 
options he believed would satisfy the state but which 
quickly left the public and the board disappointed. What 
ensued was more like a brainstorming session, as each 
person in the room was given an opportunity to express 
an opinion to the board. But the session did not produce 
the solid decision-making needed to keep the project on 
track to funding. 

Town Administrator Mike Lorenco cautioned that 
during a discussion he had with the DOT’s team handling 
the project, it was made clear that the clock was running 
out for Mattapoisett to get its 25% design submitted. 

Select Board member Jordan Collyer offered 
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was asked to discuss an option like this with DOT. 

After further discussion, the board determined 
that on Tuesday, November 14, it would hold a working 
session to delve into this matter one more time.

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Phones Go in Pouches 
ORR School Committee

Old Rochester is participating in a pilot program 
at the junior high level that will allow students to keep 
cell phones on their persons, so long as they remain in a 
locked pouch that will be distributed by the school. 

On October 12, the ORR School Committee 
voted to accept the program after lengthy discussion 
and explanation from a representative from the Yondr 
Company. 

ORR Junior High Principal Silas Coellner 
presented the program that will store cell phones in 
pouches rather than lockers. In describing the new policy 
as a pilot program and a launch, Coellner outlined the 
disciplinary standards for the phone-pouch program. 

Cell phones are to be powered down from 7:10 
am to 2:04 pm. 

“We actually backed off a bit in consequence,” 
said Coellner. He described the first offense of having the 
cell phone outside the pouch as required to turn in the 
phone to the office and pick up at the end of the school 
day. A student needs to commit a third offense in order to 
receive a detention. 

Pouches belong to the school and will be collected 
at the end of the school year; a lost pouch will be replaced 
by the school at no charge. 

Committee member Margaret McSweeny 
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articulated a concern with an Apple Watch circumventing 
the policy’s limitations on cell-phone usages. Member 
April Nye noted other products with those abilities. 
McSweeny reiterated her belief that other smart 
technology should eventually be addressed. Member Matt 
Monteiro suggested an addendum to the policy to prevent 
cell phones housed in pouches but silently powered up in 
order to serve other devices as a hub. 

Matthew Army, the representative for the new 
pouch made by Yondr, attended via Zoom and was given 
the floor to further explain how the program works. 

Committee member Joe Pires said that while he 
supports the aims of the program, he feels as though the 
program is punishing many for the infractions of the few. 
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Due to the current lifestyle of phone usage, he anticipates 
anxiety on the part of students and their parents because 
the pouch puts the phone off limits. 

“If we take it away, I just think we’re 
overstepping, overreaching in terms of a restriction,” he 
said. 

Attending via Zoom, committee member Jason 
Chisholm said, because the program is a pilot, it will 
yield data that can then provide the committee with a 
perspective to make a decision about policy. With that, 
he made a motion to accept the pilot program with the 


condition that an end date be established and a date to 
receive data on the pilot. 

Coellner said there is a tentative launch date of 
Tuesday, October 31, with an end date of the last day of 
school (June 10.) 

Old Rochester Regional Superintendent of 
Schools Mike Nelson explained that the motion needs to 
amend the Student Handbook. Chisholm rescinded his 
motion and seconded that of Jim Muse. Pires’ was the lone 
dissenting vote.

Self-Storage Depends on Water 
Rochester Planning Board

Rochester’s Planning Board Tuesday reviewed 
more details of the Site Plan Review application for a 15- 
acre, self-storage facility at Kings Highway and Route 28 
and learned the project’s biggest problem may be what 
public water will be available for it. 

The petitioner, JPF Development’s engineer 
William Madden, told the board that along with a small 
office at the front entrance of the fenced-in operation, 
the smaller self-storage building will be 45x160 feet and 
include 32 storage units, and the larger structure will be 
30x180 feet and house 180 storage units. 

He described the project’s plans for 1,300 feet of 
roadways to and between the buildings, an on-site septic 
system for the bathroom facilities that will be installed in

the office and water filtration trenches to protect wetland 
areas near the site. 

But he emphasized that a water-service 
connection will be the project’s biggest problem once all 
other town approvals are complete. Wareham expects to 
extend its water line to that area for the MBTA station and 
40R housing developments planned for the area. But it is 
not certain when that will be available or what the town 
will have to do to connect to it. 

Madden cautioned that a public-water connection 
of this kind will be new to town officials. It may require 
an easement onto the facility’s land that the town will 
have responsibility for. “How big an easement will 
be needed? How will the town pay for it, manage it?” 
Madden asked. “This will all be new to you.” 

Noting that the main need for public water at the 
site will be for fire-protection services, Planning Board 
members proposed parking a tanker truck filled with 
gallons of water for that purpose. 

Madden did not respond directly to this idea. 
Instead, he said he is in the middle of reading the 
comments made by the town’s consulting engineer, Ken 
Motta of Field Engineering, in his review of the project 
and wanted a longer lead time than the very next meeting 
to be ready with final plans. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson said 
Madden and the board should work through the project’s 
list of waivers first, then concentrate later on the water 
issue. Nonetheless, he motioned to continue the hearing 
to the board’s next meeting on Tuesday, November 14. 

In other action, the board granted a request for 
a one-year extension of the General Special Permit and 
Mattapoisett Ground Water Protection District Special 
Permit for a large-scale, solar-energy installation planned 
for 0 Cushman Road. 

However, the board continued until November 
14 the public hearing on the Cushman Road solar project 
after Town Planner Nancy Durfee noted the published 
public hearing notice did not mention the Protection 
District Special Permit portion of the application.

The Buzzards Bay Area Habitat for Humanity is 
currently seeking partnerships to secure low-cost land for 
their next home. A local affiliate of Habitat for Humanity 
International, BBAHFH mission is ‘building homes, 
communities, and hope’. BBAHFH was first established 
in 1996 and serves the nine communities of Acushnet, 
Dartmouth, Fairhaven, Marion, Mattapoisett, New 
Bedford, Rochester, Wareham and Westport.

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septic system and needs to have minimal constraints, such 
as wetlands, ledge, or contamination. 

Since Habitat for Humanity is a 501(c)3 nonprofit 
organization, land donations are tax deductible per IRS 
code. In addition to substantial tax deductions, donors 
can benefit from shedding unwanted taxable property 
and can feel good about helping families in need of 
housing that is affordable. Homes are built with volunteer 
labor and donations of land, money and materials, as well 
as a minimum of 300 sweat equity hours that the Habitat 
family invests into building their own home. 

Recipients of a Habitat house must be able to 
demonstrate a true need for adequate shelter, have the 
ability to pay a low-interest mortgage, show proof of U.S. 
citizenship or permanent residence status and reside or 
work in the affiliate’s territory. 

“One reason donors love our organization is 
because Habitat for Humanity provides a hand up, not a 
handout,” remarked Lacourse. 

Owning a home has the potential to provide 
opportunities for success for families, especially for the 
next generation. By obtaining a home, the family has 
healthier surroundings and a greater sense of stability. 
Living in a home, children often make better grades and 
stay in school longer. Some further their education and 
grow in their careers because they have gained confidence 
due to the responsibility of owning a home.
